lutely useless for any purpose and is, in ae! nh 
menace to the silver which the people hold 
and also to the United States notes and Na- 
tional Bank notes—to the whole circulating 
medium, except gold; therefore it would be tne 
part of wisdom to prevent any accumulation of 
silver in the Treasury beyond a sufficient re- 
serve needed to meet any demand which may 
be made for it. This can be done by fixing 
the amount of such reserve, and providing 
thatiwhen it exceeded by say $5,000,000,the pur- 
chase of bullion shall cease until the amount 
held by the Government again equals such re- 
serve. Another plan, an somewhat 
similar to that recommended by my 33 
sor in his last annual report, would be to pro- 
vide that when the reserve was exceeded, an 
amount of United States notes equal in 
value to such excess should be cancelled, if 
enough of them were in the Treasury; but 
if not, then the purchase of bullion to cease 
until the maximum reserve should be reached. 
This would create a vacuum in the circulating 
medium which would be filled by silver. The 
amount of United States notes would be gradu- 
ally reduced until the whole were extinguished 


Silver dollars or silver certificates would take 


the place of United States notes asthey were 
retired. This plan would make our cur- 
rency more uniform and as secure as now. 
Neither of these plans if adopted would di- 
minish the actual or potential use of silver as 
currency by a dollar. In my jugment it would 
be promoted thereby.

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A BIG WAR CLOUD, 


RUSSIAN MOVEMENTS ON THE AUSTRIAN 
FRONTIER CAUSING ALARM. 


Germany and Austria Greatly Excited—Al- 
leged Scheme of the Two Powers to In- 
wade Russian Poland— The Muscovite’s 
Defensive Precautions—European Stock 
Exchatges Afiected—Attempt to Prose- 
oute Bradlaugh for Corrupt Perjury— 
Foreign News. 


Paris, December 7.—According to private 
advices from Warsaw the massing of Russian 
troops on the frontier is attributable to in- 
formation received by Russia q a concerted 
plan by Germany and Austria for united 
action in the event of war be- 
tween either of those Powefs and Russia. 
In that contingency it was proposed that Ger- 
many and Austria should invade sudden! yRus- 
sian Poland and occupy Warsaw, by using 
their greater facilities for mobilizing. In con- 
sequence of the discovery of this alleged proj- 
ect, Russia resolved to compensate for her 
slow power of mobilizing by a permanent in- 
crease of her frontier forcés. The move im- 
plies no aggression, but isa purely defensive 


precaution. 
WAIT AND SER. 


BERLIN, December 7.—The National Gazette, 
discussing the Vienna Fremdenblatt’s article 
relative to the massing of troops on the Rus- 
sian frontier, says: ‘‘It is evident that the 
force of Russian troops now in Poland is not 
sufficient to attack two formidable military 
powers. The present massing of troops is too 
smallfor war and too large for peace. We 
must waitand see how Russia will reconcile 
the massing with the pacific assurances of the 
Journal de St. Petersbourg.’’ 

A RUSSIAN HINT. 

Moscow, December 7.—The Gazette says the 
future policy of France will decide whether 
Germany will be compelled to watch one or 
both her frontiers. The paper declares that 
Russia must always have a strong fleet in the 
Pacific Ocean. 

AN AUSTRIAN MILITARY COUNCIL. 

VIENNA, December 7.— Emperor Francis 
Joseph will preside at a military council 
which is to be held at the palace to-morrow 
for the purpose of considering what steps are 
necessary in view of the collection of Russian 
troops on the frontier. 

THE STOCK EXCHANGES AFFECTED. 

LONDON, December 7, 2:30 p. m.—The Lon- 
don stock markets and the Bourses at Paris, 
Berlin and Frankfort are weak. The Bourse 
at Vienna is excited. The markets are affected 
by the reports concerning the movements of 
Russian troops on the Austrian frontier.

DUBLIN, December 7.—The removal of Lord 
Mayor Sullivan from Richmond Prison to. the 
jail of Tullamore, which took place yesterday 
morning ,is an act chargeable altogether to 
Mr. Balfour, asa letter from Mr. Sullivan's 
secretary proves that the removal has been 
effected by Mr. Baifour’s personal order and 
was quite unexpected.

He was conveyed in a carriage to the jail.

BREAKING THEM UP. 


The Philadelphia Police Make a General 
Raid on Bucket-Shops. 


PHILADELPHIA, December 7.—The police this 
morning raided a number of so-called ‘‘buck- 
et-shops.’’ The proprietors and employer 
were given a preliminary hearing and the 
former were held in $800 and ths latter in $500 
bail for a future hearing. Ia all five plaees 


were raided, and eighteen persons afrested. 
No attempt was made to arrest any of the 
patrons of the places, and only those of the 
proprietors who could be found, the clerks 
and telegraph operators, were taken. At all the 
places, with the exception of Walker & Co.’s 
office in the Girard House, the proprietors 
themselves were found. At Walker's a man 
named Franklin Keyser,whoclaimed to be only 
a clerk, was arrested as the proprietor. B. P. 
Throckmorton and J. B. Chandler, operating 
under the firm name of Throckmortons, 
Chandler & Co., in this city and Chicago, were 
captured, and Frank A. Parker, the only 
member of the firm of Parker & Co., Wm.

Stear, O. Stead & Co., Charies H. Garland and 
E. F. Juston, composing the firm of C. H. 
Garland &.Co., were the principals of the 
other places. Most of them furnished bail for 
a further hearing this afternoon. Director 
Stokely says thatthese five cases are to be 
made atestof the law relating to the subject, 
and that no further raids are coutemplated by 
the authorities until they are disposed of. 


THE VIRGINIA LEGISLATURE. 


Democratic Caucus Noniinees Elected — 
Gov. Lee’ Impértant Message. 


RICHMOND, Va., December 7.—The Gen- 
eral Assembly of Virginia met to-day 
at noon ind organized by elect- 
ing the Democratic caucus nominees, 
Gov. Lee’s message contains many important 
suggestions relative to State matters. In 
view of the recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court bearing on the Virginia 
debt question, the Governor recommends the 
passage of a joint resolution suspending legal 
proceedings against those who have tendered 
coupons in payment ofthe taxes, as he 
was assured by authority that such action 
would decidedly benefit all parties concerned. 
He thinks when the bondholders consider this 
decision they willbe willing to accept such 
offer as the State can make, based upon the 
surplus revenue to be applied to the payment 
of interest on the principai of what the State 
considers her just debt.

obtained bp evaporating the waters, I 

must surely be the remedial agent. But alas! 
when I came to use this, by dissolving it in ord- 
nary water or in carbonic acid water, I invariably 
failed to get so prompt an action, and in the ma- 
jority of cases utterly failed to get that peculiar 
therapeutic effect which I had obtained from the 
imported mineral waters themselves.

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CHARTER TO BE SUBMITTED. 


A Fight Over the Contract for Removing 
Dead Animals—The New Commissioner 
of Public Buildings to Enter Office To- 
Morrow—A Summons to the Officers of 
the Gas Trust to Produce the Agreement 
With the Companies. a 


The bill providing for an amendment to 
the city charter levying a special tax to 
pay for street sprinkling was. passed in 
the House of Delegates last night, 
and to-day was certified ta the Coun- 
cil for concurrence in the amendments 
made in the House. Under the amendment 
made it is proposed to add the following sec- 
tion to the city charter, which is the instru- 
ment that fixes the powers of the Assembly to 
assess special taxes: 

Su. 29. The Mayor and Assembly shall 
have power within the city, by ordinance, to 
cause the streets and public places of the city, 
or any part of the same, to be sprinkled, 
and the cost of such sprinkling to 
be assessed as a special tax on the 
property fronting or bordering on the street 
or pyblic place where the sprinkling is done, 
in the proportion that the linear feet of each 
lot fronting or bordering on the street or pub- 
lic place so sprinkled bears to the total num- 
ber of linear feet of all property chargeable 
with the special tax aforesaid, in the 3 
embraced by the contract under whic 


said sprinkling is done. Provided that the 


cost of sprinkling shall never exceed, during 
any one year, 20 cents per linear foot of street. 
The tax bill herein spoken of shall be a lien on 


the property charged therewith from the date 
of its issue, and shali be governed by the pro- 
visions of sections 24,25 and 26, of Article ,of 
the city charter, so far as the same are appli- 
cable ghareto, and by such other provisions in 
relation to the same as may be established by 
ordinance. 

This amendment to the charter will be voted 
on at the election to be held on the last Tues- 


dayin February. The amendment must re- 
ceive three-fifths of the votes of the qualified 
voters. 

The only additions made to the original bill 
drawn by Councilman Blakely weretwo amend. 
ments, the first fixing the maximum tax and 
the second making the ordinance take effect 
immediately upon its passage. Within a week 
the bill will be forward to the Mayor, and no- 
tice of election will be published. The matter 
will then be in the hands of the voters. 


The New Commissioner. 


Mr. Thomas J. Furlong, whose bond as 
Commissioner of Buildings was approved last 
night, will take hold of the office to-morrow. 
Several ofthe employes of the Commission- 


er’s office have been appointed during the 
administration of Mayor Francis, and will 
probably not be disturbed by the new Com- 
missioner. 


A Contract Fight. 


To-day one of the Meat Inspectors reported 
to the Health Commissioner that he had several 
hundred pounds of condemned meat on hand 
ready for the dead animal contractor. 
A hunt was made for the contractor, but he 
could not be found at the office used by the 
parties who formerly held the contract for re- 
moving dead animals. When the contract was 
awarded by the Board of Health on the Ist inst. 
to Michael Becker, Ed Butler, who was repre- 


sented among the bidders, secured the 
rendering factory used in East St. Louis. 
Becker still holds his contract and has 
notified the Board that he has 
secured ground for a new rendering 
establishment, and will soon be ready 
to fill the terms of his agreement. Butler to- 


day stated thatof thirty-nine dead animals 
reported from various points about the 
city on last Sunday only seven were removed 
and that the remainder, withthe carcasses of 
animals that; have since died, are scattered 
about the city. The subject will be discussed 
at the meeting of the Board of Health to-mor- 
row. 


The Gas Investigation.

A COOPERS’ CUT. 


Reduction of Wages in the Shops Through- 
out the City. 


A slight disturbance was occasioned yester- 
day in some of the cooper-shops of this part 
of the city by a reduction of wages. 
At Lammerswick’s shop, at Four- 
teenth vnd Montgomery streets, the 
proprietor reduced the wages from 10 


to 9 cents per barrel, and the men quit work 
for fifteen to twenty minutes while they con- 
sidered the matter, after which they went to 
work at the reduced rate. At Schaperkotter’s 
shop nearby a similar reduction was made, 
but the pes A one to quit work 
was a trimmer who was paid bythe day. He 
left the premises and secured work else- 
where. At Franz’s shop at Thirteenth and 
Montgomery street, a reduction of one-half 
cent was made,but no trouble was occasioned. 
It is understood that the reduction in wages is 
being enforced in all the shops in the city, but 
it is thought that but little trouble will result 
from it. 


Raised Money Orders. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., December 7.—A man 
giving his name as Joseph Earhart was 
arrested here this morning for raising 
a money order from $1 to $80 
and passing it on a business 
firm here. From his papers it seems that he 
has many aliases, and that he has been work- 
ing a similar or other swindies elsewhere. The 
postal authorities have information of 
raised money orders in Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, New York, St. Louis and Chicago. 
Three cases occurred in Chicago last week. 
Earhart is a person of fine address, about 35 
rears old and says nothing. He is held under 
1,500 to awuit examination.

Eastern Passenger Rates—The Illinois Re- 
ductions—Meetings and Appointments. 


The Eastern passenger rates dropped or 
rather climbed into their old places to-day. 
Whether the meeting at Chicago yesterday of 
general passenger agents of the East-bound 
lines resulted satisfactorily or not to all par- 
ties instructions were received to-day to put 
the rates back at the regular pvotches, the limit 


of the ten days’ notice having been reached. 
The rates, therefore, are now just as they 
were before thd reduction, with the Vandalia 
and Bee Line at $23.50, Wabash, at $21.50, and 
Ohio & Mississippi at $20.50. The Bee Line of- 
ficials deny that they are dissatisfied with 
the Southern Hotel agreement, and say if there 
isany kicking it is on the part of Wabash, 
as Mr. Snow was not at the Southern 
Hotel meeting and claims notto be bound by 
it. The Bee Line, of course, still wants the 
differential which the Vandalia will not con- 


cede, not because it does net have 
as good a line as the , Vandalia, 
for it claims a better one with 


the advantage of putting its passengers into 
New York city, but because itis a newer line 
and has to contend with an old established 
favorite.

An African Water Turkey. 
From the Chicago Herald. 

Count Joachim Prell, the German African ex- 
plorer, gives the following account of a mys- 
terious creature seen on the coast of the 
Ulanga District: ‘‘We often saw an animal in 
the water which weat first believed to bea 
serpent, from its movements and from the 
fact that every now and then it appeared on the 
surface for a few seconds. Once, when we 
shot atit, we were surprised to see it rise out 


of the water and away Afterward 
we succeeded in obtaining one of 
the curious creatures It was about 


the size of a large tame duck, with black 
plumage and a metallic lustre. On ite wings 
we noticed avery few light 2 feathers 
The neck was Very long and thin, and ended 
in along, pointed beak, atthe end of which 
were two rows of sharp teeth. At first siaht 
no head was visible, and the neck uppeared 
to end — in a beak. The whole body of the 
bird is under water while swimming, only the 
long neck being seen. If it was frightened it 
disappeared altogether under the water or 
flew rapidly away. Another peculiarity we 
noticed was that when the bird had left the 
water it lay down ona bush, with outstretched 
wings, to get dry. The flesh of this creature 
has an unpleasant, oily flavor.’’

TALES OF GEN, FORREST. 


The Rough-and-Tumble Manner of the Con- 
federate Cavalry Leader. 


From the Jacksonville (Fla.) News-Herald. 

The following interesting incidents in the 
army life of Gen. Bedford Forrest were writ- 
ten by an eye-witness, and now for the first 
time published. 

In December, 1862, Gen. N. B. Forrest crossed 
the Tennessee River and made araid through 
Tennessee, which portion of the State was 
fortified in many places, all of which were 


strongly garrieoned. While making a feint 
against Jackson (toenable the larger part of 
his brigade to uninterruptedly capture the 
small stockades on the railroad) a staff officer 
— 2 up to the General and exclaimed ex- 
citedly: 

General, General, the Yankees are coming 
= your rear!“ 

ithout a moment’s hesitation, in the most 
3 manner imaginable, Forrest re- 
plied: 

‘*I non’t care a—— ——.. Ill about face and 
N in thar rar. 

hile crossing the Tennessee River (re- 
turning from this same raid) his rear was 
strongly pressed by the Federals. The ferry- 
boats had to be pulled back and forth by hand. 
The weather was terribly cold, and as the men 
hauled on the wet ropes their hands would 
literally freeze to them. Forrest thought those 
on the east side were working too slowly and 
crossing over he immediately put everyone to 
work—oflicers as well as privates. 

The Colongi, who had been left in command 
on the west side sent his Sergeant- Major across 
the river with an important message to For- 
rest. The Sergeant found the General bauling 
on a rope, alternately encouraging and damn- 
ing every one nearhim. Heran up to Forrest 
and began: ‘ 

„General, Colonel Woo! 

Du Colonel whoever he 16. Ketch hold of, 
this rope and help pull the boat in. 

But, General, Colonel’’—— 

‘*Don’ttaik tome. Help pull this boat in 
or he throw you in the river, shouted For- 
rest. 

But, General, I’m sent —, began the 
sergeant, when Forrest seized him and with 
one twist of his muscular arm lifted the mes- 
senger clear off his feet, and stood him up in 
the water waist deep. 

The Sergeant, te save himself as he went 
over, seized Forrest's coat and pulled the Gen- 
eralin with him. Forrest retained his hold of 
the Sergeant and, exclaiming Spunky dos. 
eh?’’ he soused him under the water aud held 
him there a few seconds; then, lifting the Ser- 
geant’s head above the water long enough to 
catch his breath, he would shove him under 
the water again, and again bringing uim up 
would exciaim: 

Spunky dog, eh?“ 

After immersing the Sergeant several times 
Forrest helped him ashore, when the latter, 
nhalt strangied and coughing, tried to draw bis 
pistol. Forrest gave him two or three slaps on 
the back to belp him expel the water from his 
lungs, saying at the same time: 

‘*You d—— little fool, don’t you know your 
pistol’s wet and won't fire?’’

A RICH HAUL. 


THE POLICE BREAK UP A BURGLARS’ 
DEN THIS MORNING. 


And Capture Over $2,000 Worth of Stolen 
Property of All Descriptions — James 
Sprague and His Wife and the Valua- 
ble Collection They Had Piled Up— The 
Woman’s Shoe Curiously Leads to Her 
Identification—The Solution of a Num- 
ber of Burglarious Mysteries Arrived at 
To-Day. 


The police this morning made the most im- 
portant capture that has been effected here 
for over a year. It was brought about in a 
peculiar way too. Sometime ago a window 
was broken in Gliss’ saloon at No. 1204 South 
Seventh street for the purpose of burglaryaud 
Special Officers Frese and Schulte, the latter 
now deceased, arrested James Sprague, alias 
Herman, alias Graham, and George 
Meyers for the offense. In the Court 
of Criminal Correction the men managed to 
prove an alibi by the aid of a crowd of friends 
and were discharged. A dogofGliss’ had been 
poisoned, too, and Sprague, who lived in the 
alley just in the rearof the saloon, was 
also suspected of this act. One day a few 
weeks ago Officer Frese saw Sprague in the 
street and pointed him out to his new partner, 
Officer Zeigler, telling the latter where he lived 
and that he was a good man to watch. 

Zeigier resides at No. 924 Autumn street, he 
and Sergeant Worcester occupying a house 
together. Officer Hannon, who walks the beat 
was instructed to call Zeigler at 4 o’clock this 
morning as the latter was wanted for some 
special duty. When Hannon went to the house 
to arouse his brother officer he found a man 
and woman in the gangway. They made an 
attempt to run but he grabbed the man, the 
woman making herescape. Zeigler was called 
and when he had dressed himself he recog- 
nized the prisoner as the man whom 
Frese had pointed out to him 
on the street. The man was taken to the Four 


Courts, and then the officers went down to his 
bouse to effect the capture of his wife, Zeigier 
stating that he knew where they lived. It was 
evident that 
THE PAIR 
had been at his house forthe purpose of burg- 
larizing it. When the policemen arrived at 
the Sprague residence, they found Mrs. 
Spragne packing upeverything se aratory to 
skipping out. he house was filled with arti- 
cles of all kinds, and it evident 
glance that it was all 
property, as it was entirely out 
of keeping with its miserable surroundings. 
People living in alleys do not usually have 
large collections of silverware, costly lace 
handkerchiefs, plush mantel lambrequins, etc. 
The woman and her daughter, a child 12 years 
of age, were piace’ under arrest and, together 
with four well-filed trunks and a lot of loose 
articles, hauled to the Four Courts in the 
patrol wagon. There the stuff was examined 
und articles of eve conceivable kind 
There was silverware, elegantly 
sofa cushions, plush lambre- 
quins, costly clocks, re silk umbrellas, 
ictures, bric-a-bracandin fact all kinds of 
o furnishing goods and ornaments. There 
were kitchen utensils,even carpets and every- 
thing to be found in a house, except a bed and 
stove. Every other article that goes to make 
up the furnishings of a house was to be found 
among the plunder. The prisoners ‘‘threw 
up both hands,’’ as the police say, and admit- 
ted they had been going through houses in- 
Ciscriminately. It is not believed that the 
child had anything to do with the thefts, but 
the woman is known to have been in them. 
This couple have been committing burglar- 
les, one after another, for two months, past, 
and the articles found at the house are 
THE PLUNDER 
taken from more than a dozen different —— 
Sprague and his wife have confined their oper- 
ations to the south side of the city principally, 
nearly all the burglaries committed by them 
being done at houses south of Chouteau av- 
enue. Already the police know from the 
stolen property that the twain have committed 
several ifferent burglaries reported to 
them. It was known by the authorities 
that some gang was working houses in the 
southern part of the city, but so cleverly were 
the jobs performed that no trace of the cul- 
rits was ever left behind. Only once was 
ere any kind of aclew. This was when the 
residence of Mr. Eckerly, the wholesale gro- 
cer, was burglarized Sunday a week ago. The 
house is located at Morrison and Stoddard av- 
enues, and a footprint left by one of the 
thieves in the snow showed her to 
be a It was a 2 of a 
small ad of a lady's’ shoe, 
the curved inside of the heel proving this 
conclusively. A measurement of the shoe 
was taken at the time, and this morning it was 
found to exactly correspond with the shoe 
worn by Mrs. Sprague. Another thing which 
showed that there was a woman in the job was 
the fact that plush lambrequine had been cut 
from the mantels, plush hanging corner 
shelves taken down, lace curtains cut down, 
sofa cushivuns, tidies and other articles taken, 
which only a woman would th of stealing. 
of the things en were 
handiwork of Eckerly’s 
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Salle street, was burglarized last Sunday 
morniag, anda lot of valuable chinaware, a 
silk umbrella and other articles 
taken. They were identified this 
morning by Mrs. Sloan. It is expected 
that before the day is out much more proper- 
ty will be identified. All told, there is over 
$3,000 worth of plunder inthe lot, and it in- 
cludes guitars, albums, field-glasses, orna- 
ments and every conceivable article. A tobac- 
co box and salt bag were found, both of which 
were fitted up with skeleton and all styles of 
keys, panel-cutters, drills, diamond glass- 
cutters and similar implements of the house- 


breaker. 
SPRAGUE 

is a low-set man, about40 years of age, and 
his wife a miserable looking creature 
1 few years his junior. Their 
child is deaf and quite stupid-looking. 
To a reporter of this paper who called on him 
this morning Sprague said: I have no state- 
ment to make one way or the other.

ROBBED BY THE RAILROADS. 


How the Farme rs of the North and West Are 
Made to Suffer. 


Thomas J. Price of St. Paul, who has just 
arrived in the city from a business trip through 
Dakota and Montana, with a special view to 
purchasing wheat, remarked to a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter: ‘‘Thefarmers of Dakota are, 
as usual, in a very bad position as regards 
their crop. Whether the season is good or 
bad makes little difference to them, as the 
railroad companies have so arranged mat- 


ters tnat they reap whatever profit is 
to be derived, leaving the farmers with a bare 
living. The condition of affairs at the present 
time is afair sampleof the manner in which 
the farmers are bled. Fully 40,000,000 bushels 
of wheat are now harvested, and much of it 
sacked, but it cannot reach a market as there 
are no cars to haul it, and no prospectof any 
being obtainable. This refers to the lands 
along the Manitoba road, with which I am 
personally acquainted, but I understand the 
same condition of affairs prevails elsewhere. 
The farmers are generally in debt and 
cannot afford to carry their crops un- 
til transportation can be obtained, and 
no one wants to buy the grain with this uncer- 
tainty hanging overthem. Here the railroad 
company, or rather its directors, step in and 
offer a iow price for the wheat. The farmer is 
obliged to sell, and when once the transfer of 
all the wheat in a certain district is made, it is 
astonishing how easy it becomes to obtain 
enough freight cars to handle the grain. Hill 
and Ryan, the St. Paul millionaires, make 
hundreds of thousands of dollars ever 

year, and others make smaller but still 
very considerable sums. The plan is to pay the 
farmers pone enough to prevent them from 
abandoning their lands, and so hold out hopes 
that in future no lackwof transportation WIII 
occur. The plan works admirably for the 
railroads, bat is highiy disastrous to the farm- 


ers. 
„Another way in which the railroads have 
made large sums, continued Mr. Price, ‘‘is 
by the fostering of land bosses.’ This was 
done most thoroughly last year and 
was very skilfully managed, Emissa- 
ries of the railroads would induce a 
few people to settle on railroad lands, 
telling them that a station would be estab- 
lished in their vicinity. This would be done, 
and a little settlement would spring@ip. Ina 
short time a man, ostensibly a land specu- 
lator, but really one inthe employ of the rail- 
road, would come along, talk most extrava- 
gantly of the future of the town, and buy two 
or three lots from the sellers at very high 
prices, paying cash for his purchase. The 
sellers woul at once become the most 
active boomers in the town, and would 
spread far and wide the news ot 
the great profit they had made. Investors 
would stream in by hundreds, the railroads 
would quietly sell off their lands at the price 
they themselves had set by the original pur- 
chase, and the excitement would be kept at 
fever heat until every cent had been extracted 
from those who had been attracted to the 
town, when the matter would be allowed to 
— and the land would sink in value uutil it 
could be bought for a song. If the original 
sellers could be induced to reinvest and there- 
fore lose what they bad received at the begin- 
ning of the boom, and which had much to do 
with starting it, the railroads regarded that 
their success had been complete. This scheme 
must have netted millions to the directors, 
who managed things as they wished, and have 
nearly all made large fortunes within the last 


eighteen months.’’

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DOINGS IN THE COURTS 


DOMESTIC TROUBLES VENTILATED TO-DAY 
BEFORE THE CIRCUIT JUDGES. 


A Large Number of Divorce Cases With a 
Few Answers—Scenes in Which Jeal- 
ousy Played No Small Part—The Old 
Stories of Desertien, Dissipation and 
Neglect—Whelesale Arraignment of Hus- 
bands and Wives. 


Judge Valliant to-day resumed the call of his 
divorce docket, and the following cases of 
matrimonial infelicity were presented: 

FORSOOK HIS FAMILY. 

Josephine Hennueger asked fora decree of 
divorce from Charles Hennueger. They 
were married September 16, 1882, and 
they lived together until March 
23 of the present year. Mrs. 
Hennueger complained that Charles had ab- 
sented himself from his family without rea- 


‘sonable cause and she sought a decree on that 


ground. She applied likewise for the custody 
of the child, Fredia. 
DAWSON’S DENIAL. 

Mrs. Margaret Dawson asked for a decree of 
divorce from Chas. Dawson. They were 
married July 13, 1873, and they lived together 
until September 15, 1885. Mrs. Dawson com- 
plained that her husband bad abandoned 


her, without — cause or provocation, and 
she sought a decree, together with an order 
for. the custody of the children. The husband 
entered an answer admitting the marriage, 
but denying every other allegation. 

REFUSED TO RETURN. 

De Witt C. Carson asked for a decree of di- 
vorce from Ella Davis Carson. They were 
married October 25, 1888, at Grayson, Ky., and 
lived together until January 8, 1886. Mr. Car- 
son alleged that his wife absented herself from 
home without canseor provocation. She had 
often been asked to return but had positively 
refused. At the present time Mrs. Carson is 
believed to be residing in Texas. One child 
was born of this uuion. 

A WIFE-WHIPPER. 

Mary Bacon askedfor a decree of divorce 
from Thomas Bacon.

The wife entered an answer in 
this case denying each allegation made by the 
husband except the marriage. 

FOLLOWED HIM ON THE STREETS. 

Louis Frowkin asked for a decree of divorce 
from Annie Frowkin. They were married 
April 24, 1884. Mr. Frowkin complained that 
his wife subjected him to various indignities, 
called him vile names and followed him on the 
streets with her abuse. She whipped the chil- 
dren unmercifully, destroyed the furniture 
and neglected her household duties. The father 
prayed for the custody of the children. 

DECREES FOR DESERTION. 

Lucy M. Farrow sought a decree of divorce 
from Wm. H. Farrow. They were married 
October 25, 1863, and lived together nearly 
twenty-three years. Mrs. Farrow allegea that 
her husband deserted her without cause or 
provocation. 

Decrees of divorce on the simple ground of 
desertion were also sought by Frederick 
Kobusch against Margaret Kobusch and by 
Edward A. Knipper against Josephine Knuip- 
per. 

INFATUATED WITH OTHERS. 

Johanna Herberg entcred a suit to-day in the 
Cireuit Court for a decree of divorce from Mar- 
cellus gt They were married June 19, 
1879, and lived together until November 2% of 
the present year. Mrs. Herberg alleges that 
her husband was infatuated with another 
woman and ultimately he absented himself 
from his family. There were three children 
born of the marriage and the mother asks for 
their custody together with the restoration of 
her maiden name, Johanna Hendrichs. 

DUE TO A DRESS MODEL. 

Judge Dillon is hearring to-day the contested 
divorce case of Mrs. Johanna Schulze against 
Carl F. Schulze. The marriage took place on 
the 19th of October, 1881, and in April, 1886, 
Mrs.Schuize alleged that her husband absented 
himself without any cause or provocation. She 
asked for the decree on the ground of this de- 
sertion. The husband entered an answer de- 
nying the wife’s allegations except the mar- 
riage.

THE MESSAGE DOES NOT som seid teal THE VIEWS 
OF WOOL AND LEAD MEN. 


The President's Tariff Policy Said to Promise 
Destruction of the Mining Interest of Mis- 
souri and the Wool Commission Trade of 
St. Louis—Firmin Desloge Says the Lead 
and Zinc Mines of the State Will Shut 
Down—Morris Taussig Predicts the Dis- 
appearance of Western Wool—The Popu- 
lar Verdict on the Message. 


There was great interest taken in the mes- 
sage of the President sent to Congress yester- 
day. Throughout the entire business com- 
munity for two days past no other topic has at- 
tracted so much attention. The announcement 
in the Post-DIsPaTCH two days ago, that the 
message treated of only one subject, 
and that subject the t was 
sufficient to draw general attention to it. Its 
publication was awaited with interest and its 
appearance in the Post- Disraron of last even- 
ing was anxiously expected. Thousands of 
people who never read a presidential message 
before read the entire document. The gen- 
eral expression concerning it in business cir- 
cles this morning was one of strong approval. 
Even those who do not agree with the Presi- 
dent entirely in his views on the tariff question 
admired the strong common sense and the 
concise style of his communication to Con- 
gress. Free traders generally were jubilant 
in the belief that the big gun fired by the 
President was the opening of an engagement 
in which they would come off victorious. The 
chief anxiety about the result of the Presi- 
dent’s action was that expressed by gentie- 
men interested in the wool industry and in the 
mining industry of the State. Representative 
Clardy, who represents the ‘mining sec- 
tion of Southeast Missouri, Was 


quoted in Washington dispatches gs having 
said that the adoption of the President’s ideas 
would close every lead and zinc mine in the 
State. The interests in the Southeastern and 
Southwestern Missouri lead and zinc mines 
held in St. Louis are quite large, and attention 
having been called lately to the Joplin and 
Carthage district it was expected that a great 
deal of St. Louls capital would go into 
that section before next summer. The 
President’s message has naturally disturbed, 
to a certain extent, the serenity of the mining 
situation. 

FIRMIN DESLOGE

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The Different Processes Used and the Care 
Which Must Be Exercised. 


From the Western Manufacturer. 

One of the factories in Chicago employs some 
160 men and boys, and its spacious four floors 
present an interesting series of sights to the 
visitor whose nerves are steel and tympani 
proof against spliting. On the first floor he 
will see huge stacks and piles of glass in as- 
sorted sizes, ranging from 16 feet by 7 feet 
squares down to the smallest ovale for mirrors. 


These are all polished, some being run over 
huge felt covered wheels, kept powdered with 
rouge, and the larger ‘sheets scrubbed by 
‘sweating tollers with hand blocks covered with 
telt Ie a printer’s proof planer in rouge. After 
the glass is thoroughly . — it is taken up 
to the next floor, Where it is laid on tables and 
cut into the sizes ordered. It then passes into 
the hands of the bevelers, who, with sand and 
water and large erindstonee, artistically 
finish the edges of the glass. It takes a trip 
upward again to another floor, and is once 
more put through . process to re- 
move any scratches or blemishes that may be 
on the glass. After every. spot or scratch, no 
matter how minute, has been removed, care- 
ful hands convey the now beautiful and 
sparkling glass to the room where it Hage 
through the final process, the silvering. 
tables of cast iron or stone, made like billiard 
tables, with raised edges, are used in the 
silvering room. These tables are of 
great strength and solidity, and all 
around the edges is a drain, for the super- 
fluous 8 8 poured over the tables in 
quantities sufficient to float the glass, 
after being tinfoiled, is gently and carefully 
ee across the table containing the mer- 
ury. Greatcare must be used to prevent 
blemishes, the Jeast speck of dust being ruin- 
ous to the mirror. Mereu , like molten lead, 
is always covered witha d rty- looking scum, 
which cannot be removed by skimming. The 
least bit of this scum would spoilthe mirror, 
so the difficulty is obviated by shoving 
the scum along with the edge of the glass. 
After successfully floating the glass on 
the mercury a woolen cloth is spread over the 
whole surface and iron weights are applied 
until the whole presents acompact mass of 
iron, two or three pounds tothe square inch: 
After this pressure has been confined for ten 
ortwelve hours the weights are removed and 
the glass placed upon another table of wood 
with aslightly inclinedtop. The inclination is 
gradually increased until the unamalgamated 
quicksilver has drained away and only the 
perfect amalgam remains, coating the glass 
and perfectiy adherent. This ends the pro- 
cess, and the erstwhile rough piece of plate 
glass emerges trom the silvering- room à gor - 
geous mirror. 


Death in the Pillow. 


From the London Daily News. 

Another note of domestic alarm is sounded 
this week bya correspondent of a medical 
journal who bids us take note of the fact that 
disease and death lurk in the very pillows and 


bolsters on which we lay our heads at night. 
It is easy to talk of down and feathers; but as 
afact, if they were cut open these articles 
would be often found to be more or less stuffed 
with the most heterogeneous materials. Pil- 
lows, bolsters and beds have been examined 
and found to contain portions of filthy, coarse 
black serge, apparently parts of soldiers’ old 
coat sleeves, pieces of dirty, greasy silk dresses, 
old worsted braid from the borders of 
women’s gowns, soiled linen rage, and 
colored calico, and even nuts and walnut 
shells, and pieces of crinoline wire. The 
bedding in this case was bonght new, we are 
assured, a few years ago of an expensive and 
respectable upholsterer. Moreover, a woman 
who was employed to do the unpicking work 
for the trade informed the lady of the house- 
hold that the practice of stuffing bedding 
with dirty rubbish and rags was very gen- 
eral, and that few beds or bolsters contain 
only the material of which they are supposed 
consist. This is terrible, 
worst of it that it 
the last, for the present, 
a long list of kindred discoveries 
which of late have powerfully contributed to 
give ironical force to the question, ‘‘Is life 
worth living?’’ Fortanately,in this case, the 
remedy involves nothing more difficult than 
ripping a seam or two and stitching them up 
again as soonas we have ocular proof of the 
contents. Bedding, as all good housewives 
know, Ought to be opened periodically, so 
that its contents may be beaten with sticks. 
In France bed-cleansing in this fashion is fol- 
lowed as a regular trade. Itis more than 
probable that the neglect of such sanitary 
precautions is, as The Lancet’s correspondent 
suggests, the cause of many of the mysterious 
— — of infectious disease in schools and 
amilies.

and rather thau risk a life of misery, he deter- 
mined not to marry. He says he went to Miss 
Lloyd's house on Sunday evening as requested 
by her note. They calmly sat for nearly an 
hour talking over their separation. 

„„was sitting in an — chair,“ he says, 
and Miss Lloyd in another. When I finally 
told her of my decision she said she felt weak 
and excused herseif, saying she would go to 
her room fora little brandy which she kept 
there for illness. Inafew minutes she re- 
turned with a small wineglass filled witha 
dark liquid which I took to be brandy. 
She held the glass to me and 
asked me to take some. 1 refused, 
saying I did not need any. ‘Take some just 
to 2 me, she continued, and once more 
held the glass toward me. I did not smell 
anything but then, for the first time, I noticed 
awicked glare in ber black, glistening eyes. 
Justas I refused for the second time, she 

uickly drew back her right hand and said: 
“Then take it in this way,’ ande dashed the 
vitrol in my face. I had just time suflicient to 
to close my eves, or I would have received 
much of the contents in my eyes. It felt as if 
red-hot coals were clinging to my face and 
eating into the blood. 1 clapped my 
handkerchief on my — face 
ran to the kitchen. n m 

confusion and agony I tried to wash the stu 
off with water. The heat then became more 
intense and I hurried out of the house toa 
mear-by restaurant and sent for a doctor. Miss 
Lioyd did not bold a handkerchief to my 
eyes, butshe deliberately dashed the vitriol 
rightinto my face. A few minutes before that 
she had vowed her eternal leve and said she 
could not live without me. That is the truth, 
and reluctant as I am to speak about ft, yet 
the truth might as well be known.’’ 

Miss Lloyd has left the city for Pottsville. 
Before going she looked at the scar on her 
right hand, caused by a few drops of the 
vitriol that fell on her, and exclaimed: 
love that scar; I could look at it forever. 
Later she said: ‘‘I have Welsh in my blood 
and am proud of it.“ Yesterday she was in 
tears and bewailing her fate, sorry that she 
ever did such an inhuman act. Potter will be 
terribly disfigured to his dying day. The left 
side of his face will be black and indented like 
a cancerous affliction. His many friends 
deeply sympathize with him. When Miss 
Lioyd first came to Reading she worked ina 
spectacle factory at a week. Later friends 
procured her a position as cashier in the largest 
store in the city.

Of the Association champions, five are gone 
and six are left. Six good players 
make a veryfair nucleus for a first-class 
base ball general to build a team around. 
Capt. Comiskey is just the man to doit. Pres- 
ident Von der Ahe has shown rare judgment in 
retaining the men he has kept. Here is an in. 
ventory of his left-over material: Comiskey, 
the Anson of the Association; Robinson, the 
best general player; Arlie Latham, who leads 
them all in base-running, the three being the 
old basemen and ail good batsmen; TipO’ Neil, 
for the outfield, champion batsman; Boyle, a 
backstop with iron hands, and King, a first- 
class pitcher. To these six will be added play- 
ers not well known in this section, with ex- 
ceptions of McGarr, who used to be with the 
Haverhilis a couple of years ago. 

There is a lesson in the Spalding—Von der 
Ahe policy for President Fred Stearns of the 
Detroit Club. There would be some sense in 
his putting a few of his stars in the other 
teams to make them draw in Detroit. . They 
migbt come somewhere near to supporting 
their own team, instead of depending upon 
the other League cities, as they can do under 
the percentage system. A city without 
enough base ball interest to run its own team 
is puffed up with pride because it has the 
finest ball nine in the world. Detroit gets the 
reputation, the glory and the satisfaction of 
victory; Boston helps foot Detroit’s bills, and 
gets nutbing.

HIGH SALARIES, 


Evils That Will Prove the Ruin of the Na- 
tional Game. 

A New York paper, speaking of high-salaried 
ball-players, says: 

There has been an endless amount of talk 
about the professional base- ball players get - 
ting swelled heads“ and asking outrageous 
salaries for the trifling amount of work they 
perform, but in reality the players are not 
one-hundredth part as much to blame forthe 


stand they take as the men who givethem em- 
ployment. No person can blame a man for 
setting a large salary for his services, provid- 
ing hisemployers are willing to concede his 
demands. 

There is notthe slightest doubt, however, 
that the exorbitant salary system will eventu- 
ally prove the ruination of the national game. 
It fs not that the players are trying to kill the 
goose that lays the golden eggs, but these fab- 
ulous figures as tothe value of their services 
are stufied into their heads by the base bail 
managers and proprietors, in their great anxi- 
ety to secure certain men whom t ey think 
will strengthen their team and make it more 
attractive as a drawing card, they offer tempt- 
ing prices. The players naturally take advan- 
tage of the situation and open up flirtations 
with a few other rival clubs, and by the time 
they are ready to place their signatures tothe 
contract, which enablesthem to travel over 
the country in a princely style and play ball 
only about two hours a day, they ask for bank 
presidents’ salary. 

The players are not to blame, but the capi- 
talists who go into competition for their serv- 
ices. This competition is the root of all evil, 
and each year it has been growing more des- 
perate, till at present it is q difficult matter to 
induce a player to sign a contract for less than 
from &., $5,000, with from 51, 000 to $1,500 
in advance. : 

When the managers commenced giving va- 
ried salaries to their men—that is, signin 
them at the lowest possible figure they Soult 
agree upon—it was with the understanding 
that the amount of salary they received was to 
be kept secret to preserve harmony in the 
team. This, however, wasas impossible as 
trusting a woman with a secret and expecting 
her to keep it. 

Before the season was fairly begun each 
player knew what every other man was re- 
ceiving, and it was like strinuing so many 
cats over the clothesline and expecting ‘‘har- 
mony. 

The argument of a ball player is, ‘‘If such a 
man is worth so much I am worth as much 
and more, and so it has been year after year, 
aoe each year finds the players striking for

The young- 
sters and 8-year-olds he will have to 
handle are stake horses, and as such cannot 
be so well placed as the purse and handli- 
cap fellows. So the trainer’s special shrewd- 
ness cannot display itself to so good advan- 
tage as if he bad a stable of “‘platers’’ to han- 
dle. Under the circumstances, then, much 
doubt is expressed as to Mr. Thomas’ ability 
to make so great a success with Mr. Baldwin’s 
horses as he did with Mr. Honig’s. His et- 
forts will be watched with much interest, par- 
ticularly by betting men, who have the great- 
est faith in his ability as a trainer, pure and 
simple.

Amid Dramatic Surroundiogs—A Tri- 
umph of Idealism as Opposed to Realism 
—Thos. W. Keene ia Richard III.“ — The 
Tragedian’s Health and Spirite—Amuse- 
ment Notes.

New Tonk, December 7.—The production of 
such a purely poetic and romantic subject as 
Tennyson’s ‘‘Elaine’’ on the boards of the 
theater is not at all in the line of current 
theatrical work. The best or at least the most 
successful work of the theater at this minute 
is a deidealizing work. The manager strains 
every nerve in his body and every wire in his 
shop to rob the imagination of the spectator 
ot all labor. He insists on showing everything 
in hard material and in leaving nothing to be 
softly suggested. Elaine“ is sufficiently 
removed from the austere facts of 
the day to wear the mythic 
glamour. It has all the fragrance 
of a flower of pure romance, and unless come 
at by the theater with tender and dainty touch 
will break into the formal realism of the 
senses. We have more than once seen—to use 
Shakspeare’s thought—these lilies of the 
purely epical world festering in the glare of 
the Ime-light—worge than weeds. ‘‘The 
Tempest, with its elfin wreathing and phan- 
tom lights, has been resolved into a 
a papler- mache Ariel and a ring-magter 
Prosero, with the light that never was on land 
or sea routed by an electric stream poured on 
theturmoil of green baize and heightening 
the grease paint of a low comedy Caliban. 

MR. IRVING MAY BE SAID 

to have put his realistic heel on the spiritual 
significance of ‘‘Faust,’’ notwithstanding his 
intellectual efforts to make the devil walk on 
his toes. It is to the credit of Mr. A. M. 
Palmer that in fetching back this idyll of the 
king from its mid-region of romance to the 
visual foreground of the stage he has not 
robbed it of the soft intervening tints of time 
and fancy. It is closer to the sense but it is 
still on the horizon of the imagination, a 
beautiful mirage. The story has been 
preserved as a poetical story, not 
alone as a dramatic action, and the 
poet is represented in the text no 
less than the adapter and stage manager. In 
addition to this the most admirable good taste 
has been shown in the selection of persons to 
enact the parts and to sustain what is an im- 
portant-factor inthis charming bit of work— 
the pictorial beauty of the scenes. Miss Marie 
Burroughs realizesto the eye the artist’s 
conception of Queen Guinevere. Anything more 
daintily sweet and sedately ye could not 
be imagined and to this must added a dis- 
tinct capacity for apprehending and deliver- 
ing the lines of the poem. 

The Elaine of Miss Annie Russell answers 
fairly well in appearance and entirely in con- 
duct to the poet’s conception. Tennyson’s 
lines are full of prettiness if not valor, and it 
is seldom indeed that the stage succeeds 80 
well in preserving the ethereal character of a 
dream as has been done here. The atmos- 
phere of chivalry encompasses the exhibition, 
we breathe the air of the joust, and thrill once 
more with the honorand bravery that come 
with the dawn of romance. Sig. Salvini, who 
redeems whatever he touches, by an enthu- 
siasm that is Southern, animates Launcelot 
with the old spirit of knighthood and gives to 
the scenes what enthusiasm alone can confer— 
a vigor of action and a sympathy of utterance 
that are magnetic.

to revive this beautiful drama. It ig replete 
with genuine poetry and burns with tne true 
romantic spirit. Itisa marvel of color and 
form, and its scenes mingle accuracy and 
beauty in equal proportion.
